McGill Grad Speaks Thursday 
Resuming Talks On Journalism 

F. 1. Ker, Editor of Hamilton Spectator, Addresses 
Students In Union — Discasses Newspaper Work 
As A Career 



"From Pick to Pica" wouldn't be 
a bad heading for an address on 
newspaper work as a career which 
will be given by Mr. Frederick L. 
Ker, B.Sc, M.E.I.C., at one of the 
5 to 6 p.m. journalism ineetings 
sponsored by the Daily in the 
Union, Thursday, January 26. 

Mr. Ker (Science '09) is Vice- 
President and Editor of the Hamil- 
ton Spectator, one of the oldest and 
largest evening papers' in Canada 
and the ^senior newspaper of the 
Southam . properties. In his engin- 
eering days he spent six years on 
railway construction work from the 
Maritimes to the Great Lakes, in- 
cluding Minnesota; three, years as 
Chief Engineer and General Super- 
intendent for the construction 
company which built the Montreal 
Aqueduct and two years as Gen- 
eral Manager of pulp and lumber 
mills on the Pacific coast. 

He enlisted early in 1915 with 
the First Canadian Overseas Rail- 
way Construction Corps under the 
late Col. Ramsey, but was pulled 
out of the service by General Sam 



Hughes to construct the Montreal 
Aqueduct and later enlisted again 
with the Canadian Engineers. 

Mr. Ker has been with the 
Spectator since 1921, and believes 
that Engineering , with a generous 
content of English and Economics 
and a background of matriculation 
Classics is as good a training as 
any for modern newspaper work. 
He is a director of the Spectator 
and the Southam companies, 
the Canadian Daily Newspapers 
Association; the American News 
paper Publishers Association; Cana 
dian Airways and the Canadian 
Forestry Association; a member of 
the National Council of the Cana- 
dian Institute of International Af- 
fairs; Vice-President of the Navy 
League; Vice-President of the Mc. 
Gill Society of Ontario and a 
member of the Engineering In- 
stitute of Canada. Mr. Ker is a 
son of the late Ven. Archdeacon 
Ker, D.D., of Montreal and a 
brother of the late Col. R. H. Ker, 
M.D., C.A.M.C. and Major T. R. 
Ker, K.C., D.B.E., both McGill men

Father Bryan Gives Talk to

"Today we train our doctors with 
long courses at university yet we 
allow any Tom, Dick or Harry to 
sit in our parliaments and carve the 
body politic regardless of his quali- 
fications," said the Rev. Fr. Bryan, 
speaking at the regular meeting of 
the Newman Club in Congress Hall 
yesterday. 

Announcement was made at this 
meeting that the annual "At Home" 
would be held in the Mount Royal 
Hotel on February 17. 

There is much talk of democracy 
today, but 95 per cent, of it is 
pure tripe, Father Bryan declared. 
Too much emphasis is placed on 
the people and not enough on gov- 
ernment. Only in a few tiny places 
is government of the people really 
being exercised by and for the 
people. The blood that was shed 
in 1914 to 1918 in order that the 
world might be made safe for 
democracy has not preveivted the 
rise of dictators but a country that 
is held together by a police force 
will not hold together long.

PRE-MEDS WILL HEAR 
DR. KENNETH EVELYN 

"The Life of an Interne" will 
be the subject of Dr. Kenneth 
Evelyn when he addresses the 
Pre-Medical Society on Wed- 
nesday at S p.m. 

Dr. Evelyn came to McGill 
from the West Indies, took hon- 
ours in . . mathematics . . ,and 
physics, ahd'won'tlie Ànni Mol- 
son Gold medal. In 1932-33 he 
worked for his Ph.p. in physics 
as a member of the physics de- 
partment, but before receiving 
his degree, entered the faculty 
of medicine. 

During his medical course he 
worked in . the University Re- 
search Department in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital under Dr. J. 
C. Meakins, and won the Wood 
Gold Medal in Medicine. Dur- 
ing this tinie', on a research 
fellowship from the Banting 
InsUtute, he discovered the 
photoelectric colorimeter for 
analysing blood serum; this 
made possible a whole new 
field in blood chemistry. At 
present Dr. Evelyn is interning 
in Medicine at the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital, and conducting 
research on his own. 

The Pre-Medical Society is 
open to all students heading to- 
wards medicine and dentistry, 
and is the point of contact be- 
tween pre-medlcal students, in 
Arts and Science and the Medi- 
cal Faculty. All pre-medical 
students may register with the 
Society at this meeting in order 
that a definite working organi- 
zation may be set up.

PLAN TRIP TO OTTAWA 



200 Students to Ask Support 
of Federal Govern- 
ment 



At a regional committee meet- 
ing of the 'Canadian Student 
Assembly for the central area 
held in Kingston pver the week, 
end, the general plan of the 
scholarships campaign was dis 
cussed. It was clecided that the 
campaign should be climaxec 
by the sending of a' delegation 
of 150-200 students to Ottawa 
early in March for the purpose 
of asking the Federal govern 
ment to take action. 

Another result of the meeting of 
the committee was the decision to 
set aside the week of February 5-12 
as National Scholarship Week. Dur 
ing this week an intense publicity 
campaign is planned. Some of Ùie 
means discussed for the publicity 
campaign include talks and m'eet- 
ings, skits or hustings or both,' and 
possibly as a climax to the week 
a National Scholarship Dance. Ar 
rangements have been compléted 
for provincial broadcasts over local 
stations for the purpose of acquaint 
Ing the getieral public with " the 
purpose of the National Scholar 
ships Drive and to enlist the sup 
port of the public. . 

Have Approached Provincial 
Ministers. ' 

It was disclosed at this meeting 
that provincial cabinet ministers 
have been approached by represen- 
tatives of the CSJi. in a move to 
enlist their support for the cam- 
paign. No results of this step have 
been made public as yet. 

In line with their policy of en. 
rolling student support ^asimuch as 
possible, it was decided ' tliat all 
local committees should ask stu 
dents in their colleges^.to send let- 
ters and post-cards to members of 
Parliament requesting their sup- 
port and favourable action on the 
scholarships bill that is to be 
brought up shortly. 

To raise money to enable the 
Canadian Student Assembly to car 
ry on its campaign for scholarships 
and also to acquaint business men 
with the work being done in this 
direction, a financial drive among 
business men has been decided 
upon. Each college in the country 
which is a member of the C.S.A., 
has been given a quota. In several 
universities, notably O.A.C., British 
Columbia, and Manitoba, the stu- 
dents* council has given part of its 
funds toward the quota to bp rais- 
ed in that university.

Known chiefly as a Canadian 
who served with the Spanish Loy- 
alists, Hazen Sise will lecture on 
Wednesday in another capacity, 
that of architect and art critic. His 
talk, scheduled for 5 1 o'clock in 
Room 13 of Ihe Aris building, will 
consist 'of a history of painting aSd 
an explanation of how the repro- 
ductions appearing in a local news- 
paper and a continent wide series 
of exhibitions may. be obtained for 
a small sum. 

One of these exhibitions consist- 
ing of 48 colour reproductions 
chosen from every period since the 
Italian Renaissance is on view in 
the Redpath Library apd another 
in Strathcona Hall. This collection 



is designed as a brief history of 
art and offers an opportunity to 
become acquainted with chosen 
masterpieces. 

These exhibitions are part of a 
campaign instigated by the Nation- 
al Committee for Art Appreciation 
which is backed by numerous 
grants and has the support of the 
press., The aim of this committee, 
which was formed recently in Jer- 
sey City, is to bring to the public 
well known pictures and to facil- 
itate the study and understanding 
of art in universities and schools. 
It has been reported from the lead- 
ing centres in the United States, 
that notable success has been 
achieved.

A Movie Set is being constructed 
on the lower campus and soon Mc-

walks to the Roddick Memorial 
Gates from the Arts Building one is 
sure to notice the strange tower 
that overlooks an excellent hockey 
rink.

By the way, owing 
to the current great interest that 
Europe has in the sport, the com- 
mentary will be in several lan- 
guages for showing in the leading 
countries overseas. Andre Baraucli, 
famous New York radio announcer, 
will be the commentator ^for the 
American release. It is his voice 
that we hear in most of Pathe's 
shorts. Montreal audience may not 
see this sliow, because we have not 
got a theatre belonging to the RKO 
chain. 

One of the technicians told us of 
the difficulties to be surmounted In 
the taking of sports shorts. Not 
only do the men have to travel far 
to get tiie locale of each sport, but 
they have, to get the sport at a 
photographable spot. For .instance, 
on bur campus we have two rinks 
near the Redpath Library that are 
kept in A-1 condition, but they are 
not in the best' lighting location. 
So Pathe had to go to the expense 
of constructing its own rink. Then, 
too, weather plays a leading part in 
tlie take. If the sndiyl. continues 
there will be no work 'done today. 
Otherwise, all conditions being 
favorable, the cameramen will start 
shooting today. Then off they wUl 
go to Hawaii for the major sports 
there, whatever they are, leaving 
us to our hockey.

THOMPSON TALKS 
ON METEOROLOGY 

Speaks to Pliysics Society 
About Weather Fore- 
casting 



"Meteorology— the science of pre- 
dicting the weather— and lis connec- 
tion with Trans-Atlantic commer- 
cial flying" was the subject of an 
address by Dr. Andrew Thompson 
of the Meteorological Society before 
a group of Sigma XI men in the 
Physics Bui/ding last Friday after- 
noon. 

Dr. Thompson states that, work- 
ing together. Pan American Air- 
ways and Imperial Airways had es- 
tablished air bases at Foynes, Ire- 
land, and at Botwood, Newfound- 
land. In connection with these Air 
bases there have also been estab- 
lished Meteorological Stations at 
these two points. Dr. Thompson 
had charge bf the Botwood Station. 
Weekly Ocean Flights. 
The Atlantic has been divided 
theoretically into two sections. Each 
meteorological station predicts the 
weather for its section. At all times 
the Trans-AUantic plane is to be 
under the control of either one or 
the other of these Stations, and it 
will chart its course according to 
weather conditions. The route 
chosen by Pan American and Im- 
perial Airways is about 1,960 miles 
and allows a regular crossing of 
less than a day. Dr. Thompson pre- 
dicts that by spring there will be 
at least one regular crossing a week 
and by the end of the summer there 
will be three planes scheduled a 
week. 

Moving pictures were shown of 
the work being done on the two 
landing fields, and of trial flights 
of both Pan American and Imperial 
Airway planes. A speech of thanks 
was made by Professor Keys.

The National Federation 
of Canadian University 
Students has • announced 
that applications for ex- 
change scholars are now 
being accepted by the presi- 
dent of the Student Council, 
Drumniond Smith, or by the 
local N.F.C.U.S. represent- 
ative, Neville Wykes. Ap- 
plications must be in the 
hands of these people before 
March 1. 

Any bona-fide student, 
male or female, who has 
completed the equivalent of 
two years of university 
work, may apply for a 
scholarship. However it 
will be granted only if the 
candidate undertakes to re- 
turn to his own university 
at the completion of the 
scholarship year. 

Those students who are 
"exchanged" will have their 
tuition fees and students' 
council fees paid for them. 
The money thus saved can 
be applied toward the pay- 
ment of living expenses. 

The universities compris- 
ing the Federation of which 
practically all Canadian 
universities are members 
have been divided into four 
divisions. McGill falls into 
Division 3 which is made 
up .of the universities in 
Ontario and Quebec. Ex- 
change is permitted only 
betweenj.differcnt divisions.

•pHE University series of lectures on 
."The State in Society" is being hailed 
throughout Canada and the United States 
as "a. very distinguished offering." It has 
attracted wide attention in educational 
and governmental circles. 

For the first time in many years, i\IcGill 
is officially sponsoring talks for the benefit 
of-students, members of the staff and other 
persons interested in world affairs. Out- 
standing men in their field have been 
chosen to pres«it an objective study of 
some of the factors involved in the econo- 
mic policies of a democracy. In these 
days when democratic nations face chal- 
lenges, from all sides, it is indeed fitting 
that a university like McGill should bring 
to a sharp focus the' topic "The State in 
Society." 

Two of the noted economists who will 
visit Montreal, Professor Robert Warren 
and Professor Leo Wolman, come from 
high positions in American universities. 
The third guest, Henry Clay, will travel 
specially from London, where he acts as 
Economic Adviser to the Bank of England, 
to present the last three talks. As' a 
climax, the series will be closed by remarks 
of His Excellency the Governor-General 
of Canada. 

Adequate arrangements have been made 
to ensure that students in all faculties will 
have the opportunity to hear these nine 
significant lectures. The University is to 
bè commended for giving undergraduates 
the chance to benefit from such a rare 
intellectual treat,

A PIANIST'S IMFkESSIONS OF EDBOFE. 

Many eminent concert performers are laced 
with more trying problems at the' receptions 
and teas which follow, their performances than 
during the concerts, themselves. The ways in 
which different artists react at these functions 
are as varied as their individual jnterpretations. 
Some just don't put down their instruments — 
that is, provided they aren't pianists, xylophon- 
ists, or double-bassists, proceeding, without in- 
vitation, to give a second recital. As an in- 
stance in point, we recall' a performance of a 
complete opera before, during, and long after 
our supper hour, by a composer who visited 
this city last year. His voice, the actual quality 
of which we can't be sure of. but can be very 
doubtful of, ranged from coloratura to basso 
profundo, as he sang all the parts of his newest 
work. 

Others nibble an occasional sandwich, and 
try to be sociable, but find it terribly difficult. 
We saw one, not so long ago, overturn a cup 
of coffee and look as sad, and, we think, feel 
as sad, as though he had come in a couple of 
bars too soon in a concerto. Still others, and 
they are probably in the majority, just eat. 
The sense of satisfaction to be derived from 
plying hungry and energetic artists with micro- 
scopic sandwiches is unparalleled, and to bear 
witness to a famished quartet let loose after 
a performance is an experience apart. 

MR. WEBSTER AT TEA. 

But while some artists experience the 
gravest difficulties in their post-concert en- 
counters, Beveridge Webster, the young Amer- 
ican pianist who has played here on several 
occasions is as much at home in the drawing- 
room as he is at the piano. When we walked 
into the room, after the concert in December 
at which he had played Brahms first concerto 
with Dean Clarke and the Montreal Orchestra, 
he was standing under a Mauve, drinking a 
cocktail with one hand, and accepting congratu- 
lations with the other. No less than ninety 
per cent, of those present who had heard him 
play the second Brahms concerto with the 
orchestra last year, or who, at least, knew that 
he had played it, hastened to ask him which 
work he preferred. Cadenzas are not the only 
problems pianists must face. For a while, 
presumably out of respect for the artist, music 
formed the sole topic of conversation, which 
fluctuated somewhere between Scriabin and 
Henry Brant. 

•Then, leaving music behind, we asked Mr. 
Webster if he had been in Europe recently. 
He had, and he had brought back many in- 
teresting and vital impressions. He is not an 
artist who lives in his music -alone. He has a 
great interest in 'people, and is alive to the 
world about him. That, incidentally, may be 
one reason why he plays Brahms so magnifi- 
cently. If it is not essential for an artist to 
have wide and practical interests, still, such 
interests leave a mark upon interpretation, and 
to find an artist so endowed, is refreshing. 

Beveridge Webster, still in his twenties, 
jbegan his studies in music at the Pittsburgh 
Conservatory, his father, the director of the 
school, being his^ first teacher. Several years 
in Paris followed these preparatory years, and 
Mr, Webster had the great distinction of being 
the first American pianist to win Le Grand 
Prix at Le Conservatoire de Paris, In the short 
period that Mr. Webster has been playing in 
America, hè has', established himself as one of 
the outstanding, if not the most interesting, 
of the younger pianists. 

ON THE FRENCH. 

"I was in Paris the night the British fleet 
was mobilized. The streets were dark, and an 
air of tenseness gripped the city. Paris, which 
only the day before had been a battleground of 
factional strife and internal dissention, that 
night was a complete unity, with one front 
before a common danger. The French are truly 
amazing, such spirit, such resilience, indomit- 
able." Thus Beveridge Wbster expressed him- 
self on the French, whom he knows well 
MUSIC AND GERMANY. 

Unlike the celebrated European artist who, 
when asked what he thought of conditions on 
that continent, declared that he thought only 
of his music, and in his own words had, 
"nothing to say about nothing," Mr. Webster is 
conscious of realities, and refuses to confine 
himself to 'talking shop.' "Did you play in 
Germany during your recent European visit?" 
we asked him. The reply was emphatic. 
"Heavens, no, no self-respecting artist would 
play in Germany today. Art and Nazi tactics 
don't mix. It's pretty sad, you know, to see 
what has happened to music under the Third 
Reich. You are told what to play, and. for 
whom to play it, and the poor Germans haven't 
the slightest say in the malter.i No, I did not 
play In Germany, and no, consideration in the 
world would make me play there," 

All this was said calmly and softly, for 
Beveridge Webster is as sincere' and un- 
assuming in his manner, as he is in his playing.

Carroll this diversified group Is welded into a 
well-balanced show, Which leaves very little 
to be desired. The dance music, under the baton 
of ;Oscàr Crislin, is of a superior brand, and the 
occasional Strauss Waltz gives the proceedings 
the desired Old- World effect' — L.N.P.

Why 
should our lands remain wild and barren while 
millions remain idle and indigent? Why shoiald 
some politicians be so corrupt, so cowardly, so 
yellow, so blind, and so helpless? Why should 
billions of dollars be spent on armaments by 
iiidividual hâtions just because a few key 
capitalists have such control over the destiny 
of the world that they can exert their influence 
at the appropriate time and place to execute 
their plans which are designed for their 
financial benefit at the expense of millions 
of lives? Why billions for guns and bullets, 
aeroplanes and warships, while the moral of 
the poor and uneducated masses is simul- 
taneously stiffled to the lowest depths? The 
climax, war, wipes out all but the master minds 
who produce these periodic tragedies and

MOVIE REVIEWS 



CINEMA DE PARIS. 

PRISON DE FEMMES, with Renée 
Saint-Cyr and Viviane Romance. 
France Film. 
L'ASSASSIN EST PERMI VOUS. 
Atlantic Film. 

PRISON DE FEMMES is a pic- 
ture well worth seeing, if only to 
waken one to a realization of how 
the swellheads of Hollywood are 
wasting their vast resources in the 
production of sheer tripe. With less 
than half the resources of Holly- 
wood, the French studios still turn 
out infinitely superior pictures. 

What impresses one about this 
picture is its realism— not necessar- 
ily true to life,- but plausible in 
every detail. The plot Is very sim- 
ple: a wife doesn't tell her husband 
she has been in prison; she is black- 
mailed; the blackmailer's jealous^ 
"moU" shoots her; the whole story 
comes out; husband and wife are 
reconciled. But every step in that 
simple story is made plausible; 
there is a sound and adequate rea- 
son for every move on the part of 
the characters. 

There is a picture of French pris- 
on life. It may or may not be an 
actual picture, but it is terribly 
vivid. The women are dressed like 
peasants: Dutch caps, shawls, bell- 
like dresses — all of coarse material 
— and sabots. They sleep in cubi- 
cles partitioned off with rough 
boards. The kitchen is medieval. 
They spend their time sewing, with 
a monitor watching over them like 
the overseer in the galley in Ben 
Hur, They exercise by walking 
around a yard with their hands be- 
hind their backs. The "solitary" 
cell is like an oubliette. All this 
is portrayed quite simply; there is 
no attempt to exaggerate, to height 
en the effect with that "atmo- 
sphere" so beloved of the Holly- 
wood director. Naturally, the ef- 
fect is much more impressive simply 
because of this deliberate under- 
statement. 

If one likes melodrama, however, 
there is plenty of it in the .detec- 
tive story, L'ASSASSIN EST PAR- 
MI VOUS, which is the added at- 
traction. The detective is built on 
a large scale: he is over six feet 
in height and broad in proportion 
He smokes cigars, and leads a po- 
lice dog around with him. But he 
solves the crime by means of mir- 
rors and crystal-gazing. It's a good 
mystery — or good fun— whichever 
way one likes to take it 

The shorts contain an explana 
tion of the Sino-Japanese situation, 
lucidly illustrated with graphs and 
arrows and things, and a revelation 
of how France is preparing to pin 
Musssollni's ears back if be tries to 
move into Tunisia.

IT HAPPENED ONE NIGHT was 
the first picture of that cycle of 
amusingly arranged yet practically 
storyless films, of which we have 
not had the end. This is the best 
for the jokes and other quips had 
not been used to satiety for this pro- 
duction. Most of us have seen it 
and intended to see this Capra box- 
office success- once more. Now 
through the policy of bringing back 
the best of the pictures of the last 
decade, we are able to do a review 
of all the better choices of America, 

A few odd years ago we all 
laughed at Claudette Colbert's 
ability at hitch-hiking and her 
powers at America comedy were 
proved throughout the whole per 
formance. Since then she has not 
always been as well cast and there- 
fore we find it a pleasant chance to 
remember her past perfection. Clark 
Gable, Walter Connolly and Roscoe 
Karns support the female lead very 
ably, but Claudette Colbert has the 
major part. 

Much can be said for the strange- 
ness of KING KONG as a story, but 
the photography of this RKO pro- 
duction is excellent For a person 
who likes a reasonably possible 
script the story of KING KONG is 
beyond their powers of enjoyment. 
When an expedition sets sail from 
New York to an unknown destina- 
tion for an unknown reason, well 
this makes the reasonable type of 
movie-goer squirm in his seat. Add 
to this that the destination turns 
out to be an uncharted island in 
the South Pacific, inhabited only 
by a retrogressive tribe and a jungle 
or prehistoric monsters, the most 
important of which is Kong,, and 
you have KING KONG. While 
even the most logical person won' 
ders why the natives are always 
making sacrifices to this beast in- 
stead of trying to kill him, we can 
sit through the strange adventures 
of Fay Wray, Bruce Cabot and 
Robert Armstrong with a certain 
amount of equanimity. That is if 
we don't happen to be one of those 
logical unfortunates. 

Fay Wray has changed much 
since 1933 and we have seen the fall 
to comparative obscurity of Bruce 
Cabot From a historical point of 
view the women would be interest 
ed to see the radical changes in 
hair-dressing and clothes of the last 
six years, and admirers of Bruce 
Cabot have a chance to see him at 
his peak. After consideration of 
the two pictures it appears that the 
light comedy type has more endur- 
ing qualities than the, improbabili- 
Ues of KING KONG.

Princeton University was the 
first victim of the Redmen in the 
opening game, when they lost 7-0.

But have not the animals 
and insects for centuries exem- 
plified to mankind that the phrases 
Jcommon compatibility' and. 'joy of 
Évïng' have ' some significance to 
them at least. 

"No country in the world can 
claim a democratic form of gov 
ernment For what existing gov- 
ernment is devoid of political 
^^aud,..of yellow patriots, and of 
?^*sê!Ûislï statesmen? What government 
can truthfully be said to represent 
the. interests of the people— rich as 
well as poor? Can a democratic 
government be one which assumes 



power by a platform built upon lies 
and false election promises, upon 
calumnies and crude deceptions? 
Such a government certainly is not 
democratic. 

"To a point therefore we agree. 
We should organize the masses who 
possess the legal whips whereby 
they may oust those representatives 
who have betrayed them. The mass- 
es possess the power 'to force . the 
enactment of laws which will pro- 
vide for the distribution to em- 
ployees of all profits over and 
above a fixed quota. Organize the 
masses not to behead the capitalists 
but to force the enactment of laws 
that will guarantee a minimum liv- 
ing wage to everyone, laws that 
will properly provide for the aged 
and infirmed— worthy mothers and 
dads who have blazed the trail for 
us. We need laws that are less flex- 
ible in convicting and acquitting 
criminals— laws that will be with- 
out the reach and influence of 
petty politicians who have thus far 
co-operated with racketeers and 
who have been responsible for their 
great headway. 

We need laws that will provide 
for a moral rearmament of our 
youth and a cultural enlightenment 
of our standards of living. We need 
laws that will . give life to the 
dreams of the dissatisfied socialist, 
the fascist and the communist. All 
these things must be accomplished 
under the banner of true democracy 
which stands unique as the solvent 
for all the attributes of various po- 
litical factions, but which incorpor- 
ates within itself the most treasured 
privileges of mankind as well — 
freedom of expression and religious 
belief for all races and creeds. 

"Let democracy be democracy. It 
must be controlled directly by the 
masses whom it is supposed to rep- 
resent. It -is because the masses 
have shown but periodic interest in 
the affairs of their government 
that some politicians have in many 
instances been tempted from the 
honourable responsibilities with 
which they were entrusted by the 
bait which almost invariably is sue 
cessful in making them biased, so 
that both the politician and the 
lapilalist can take advantage of 
the subtle indifference of the 
masses. If the masses be organized 
within the realm of a true Chris- 
tian democracy the world can be 
saved from being derailed by the 
drastic short-sightedness of the 
many "isms" that will boil up to 
tear men apart and bring about 
wars. The masses must learn that 
they own the government and that 
they must co-operate with their 
representatives by insisting that 
ihey know exactly what they want. 

"Can you not see the light of a 
more stable, a truly fraternal and 
compatible government in a new 
true democracy in w4i!ch the masses 
will awake to the realization of the 
enormous power they possess?"
